Paul Elicker, executive secretary of the National Associa- 
tion of Secondary School Principals, an NEA department, 
gives his answer to the AEW topic, in an article which ap- 
peared in Colliers, June 11, 1954. 

Says Mr. Elicker. 

‘The quality and quantity of public and private education in 
our country certainly equalsand probably surpasses national 
systems of education of other major nations. If the entire 
gamut of students over and beyond the intellectually gifted 
group were included, there would be even less doubt of 
America’s educational superiority. 

These educational opportunities were not always available 
toall our youth. Our secondary schools in the pioneer days 
were limited and selective, open only to those who could meet 
academic standards of the period or whose families had suf- 
ficient financial means to send to school. The early secondary 

schools were not open to girls.’ 

As for ‘Breeze Courses’ such as drivers education, Mr. 
Elicker says that youth who have school instruction in driv- 
ing have fewer highway accidents than youths who do not have 
such instruction. 

Our schools are giving a better type of ead high sare 
suited to the needs of today’s youth than a generation ago, he 


believes.
